LARCENY AT THE GOVERNMENS crviL

Ho Ahoand Ho Awai wore again brought 
before his Worship on the charge of stealing a 
namborof articles, the property of Joh Roy, late 
wardmastor at tha Hospital. Ther. 4; also a 
farther charyo agninst the second defendant of 
stealing « watoh‘and chain ond uloovo links, the 
property of Henry Watson. :

r. .Dennys said the first defendant had al- 
roudy admitted taking some ofthe articles belong- 
ing to Roy, buthe had givon somo of thorn back 
and had promised to return the rest on the undar- | 
atunding that ha would not be prasectted. Of 
sonrse he did not say thit that would affect bim 
in any way, but he asked his Worship to deal 
Iyniently with his vaso, There was no case 
whatever against tho avcond dofendant,. As far 


the goods wore seized and ‘taken out of the 
veasel to the Coston louse, ‘They laid thers 
two weeks without anything being dono, and I 
several times rominded the administrador that 
my vessel was rapidly loading and urged him to 
adttla the affair before I should be!roady for nea 
ao that 1 should suffer.no detention in cou- 
sequence. 

‘A fow days afterwards the goods were put up 
atanection ata sot prico of ono hundred dollars 
for the lot, but nobody bid for them aa the 
things were -worth but vory little, and of no use 
hore to anyone. Four days afterwards a second 
auotion was held, the set price now being soventy- 
five dollars, but nobody mado any offer. - A third 
auotion wna procliimed; the set price again re- 
dueed to sixty dollars, and with the anme result; 
gobody wontd tny them. By this time my vessel 
was hearly loaded, ant requested the ad 
ministrador to settle tho matter in somo way so 
that T might know tho’ result, at the same time 
miking an offer myself of ten dollara for the 
goods; this was'not accepted, and he said he 
would’ have another suction in a week henos 
and thut he would not despatch the vesiel antil 
be got ready. Peer 

‘Tat oueo reprosoptd the case to the Governor 
himself, who saw through the whole matter cloar- 
ly, and.he ardared the goods to be disposed of in 
kome way and the wholv affair settled up so that 
tho vessel could bo deapatchad when ready for 
sea. Accordingly a fourth auction was held, in 
which I was made the victim of «put up job”; 
for the things wera ‘sold to a native, who 
probably did not posaess twenty-five: dollars 
to Lis name—for the sum of $142, which 
amount Lam fined, and within two hours I was 
summoned by the admiviatiador to pay the fine 
“Cas quickl}-alagasstble, half in cash and half in 
Governmant-stamped-paper—Che next. day-the-| 
ting was paid under protest, and al! in stamped 
paner ; besides which the goods are irrecoverably 

lost. 

I-had also somoflonr, n part of tho'ship’s stares 
which I manifested as barrols, intonding-to put 
the flour into harveis for batter keeping, allow- 
ing nevrly four sacke to the barrel if emptied 
out of the sacks; but many of tha barrels not 
boing qnite good onough to hold the flour io 
bulk, the sacka wore put into the barrels without 
buing opened. “By so doing a barrel wonld held 
only three sacks leaving ton sacks over; thess 
ten sxcks wore also seized and sold at auction for 
320.87 which raised my fine to $162.37, besides 
whiosh J haye bad to replace the flour here before 
poing to aea; and three soldiers, a corporal and 
two privates, have been kept on board since the 
dny of nrrival forthe vessel to feed. 

Whose ara the facts of the case, which is only 
one of the many instances that go to show how 
shomofully and outrageoualy the customs officials 
hore are capable of treating ® shipmaster who 
comes to their port with no intention of wrong: 
doing, merely beoanse an omission occurs in the 
maniivst which isin, no way to the projudice of 
their revenue or of their Govornmont, but a 
simple mistake to which--we are all moro or lesa 
Liable sometimes. — 

‘This,1 trust,may bethe moans of inducing can- 
tion in those who may contemplate coming to the 
islands, and to this port in p.rtioular, to Toole woll 
to their manifests, fot if mistake or omission 
should happen they may expect no mercy here in 
Cebu while the present administrador is in sn- 
thority, but may ba subjyotel to tha sama illi- 
beral treatment meted out to. mo, and that is 
uaworthy of anv Government official.
